2. Citations and explanations 

Documents WO-A-00/53423 and US-A-5 948 199 relate to 
methods for producing recurrent impersonal security 
elements in the form of stamped holograms. FR-A-2 780 915 
discloses a method for producing security tags comprising 
holograms . 



Document FR-A-2 7 96 184 (cited in the application) is 
considered to be the most relevant prior art and discloses 
a method for producing a secure document comprising at 
least one optically readable drawing and also a volume 
hologram representing a copy of said drawing. 



It follows that the subject matter of claim 1 differs from 
this known method in that a series of volume holograms,, 
each of which is accompanied by an identification and 
positioning code printed on the same film, is recorded 
serially, and in that each hologram is assembled and 
bonded to the corresponding document (which was printed at 
the same time with its individual identification code f 
said code being the same as that of the respective 
hologram) after verification of the match between their 
respective identification codes. 

The machine as per claim 6 enables the generation of 
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secure documents as per the method of claim 1. Said 
machine differs from the prior art in that it comprises 
the identification code recording station and the series 
of stations that make the sequence of operations in the 
method of claim 1 possible . 

It follows that the subject matter of independent claims 1 
and 6 is novel (PCT Article 33(2)). 



The aim of the present invention is to provide a method 
and a corresponding machine that overcome the drawbacks 
described in the passage on page 1, second paragraph to 
page 2, line 2. Moreover, the aim of the present 
invention is specified in the description (page 2, lines 
23 to 32) . If a person skilled in the art were to address 
the problem solved by the invention, it would not be 
obvious for said person to combine the disclosures in the 
aforementioned documents because there are no reasonable 
grounds for such a combination. What is more, even the 
combination of such prior art disclosures would not lead a 
person skilled in the art, faced with the technical 
problem, to the present invention. 

As a result, the solution proposed in the independent 
claims in the present application cannot be derived in an 
obvious manner from the prior art and is considered to 
involve an inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)). 

Claims 2-5 and 7-12 are dependent on claims 1 and 6 and 
therefore also fulfil, as such, the PCT requirements of 
novelty and inventive step.
